District Director of 
Internal Revenue. Director 
Rlddell said that an 1120-ES 
should be used for this re­ 
turn and that the deadline 
for filing and payment Is 
Sept. 16, 196:^ for calendar 
year corporations.

This declaration of esti­ 
mated tax is also required 
from proprietorships and 
partnerships which have 
elected to be taxed as a cor­ 
poration, said Mr. Riddell.
